The Cotton Tax—Other Interest-

Wasguwnoton, January 31.—[Special,}—The 
house committee on judiciary were in session 
ail this morning, considering the senate direct 
tax bill, which provides that the sceretary of- 
the treasury credit and pay to the several 
gtates and territories, and the District of 


Columbia, all money collected under the direct 


tax levied by an act of congress approved in 
1861 ;that all moneys due be remitted and that 
moneys appropriated to reimburse them be 
paid tothe governors of the several states, or 
when collected from individuals to be paid to 
them. While it has not yet been acted upon, 
it is known that a majority of the committee 
favor the bill. Under the assessment, Beav- 
fort town and district, in South Carolina, was 
gold out to pay $9,000 taxes. A part of it was 
afterwards redeemed, but about sixty thousand 
acres of land, together with the town of 
Beanfort, was not redeemed, and the 
Jand was sold out at a profit of between one 
and two hundred thousand dollars, which was 
retained by the government and placed in the 
treasury. The people who lost their property 
are now asking compensation for the same. If 


. this bill should pass Georgia will get as her 


pro rata share $117,952, together with the 
Trezevant claim, amounting to $35,000 more, 
while South Carolina will get $273,396, Ten- 
nessee $302,004, and Alabama $18,285. Ken- 
tucky will get the largest amount of any 
southern state, her share being $713,695, while 
New York outstrips all with $2,603,913. If 
the bill passes the southern states will get 
$3,695,370, while the north will get $13,664,515. 
As the northern members of the judiciary 
committee and many in the house seem s0 
golicitious of having this money returned, 
gome of the southern members think the time 
has arrived and will offer an amendment to 
have the cotton tax refunded. It is, however, 
doubtful whether the amendment can be 
passed. From what information I can get, 
there are even grave doubts that any of the 
states will get their money, on account of a 
rumor. being afloat that President Cleveland 
will veto the bill should it reach him. 

Chairman Bliss, of the house pension com- 
mittee, said today that since the organization 
of his committee two hundred — bills have 
been referred to it foraction. The bills are 
private ones and embrace. Mexican claims, 
Indian war claims, revolutionary claims, 
claims of 1812 and army and navy claims.

Repairs of the Iroquois. 

WASHINGTON, January 31.—Secretary Vilas 
to-day promulgated an opinion, signed by 
Secretary Lamar January 5, 188g, upon -appli- 
cation of John H. Caldwell, agent for. the 
state of Alabama, to select as school idemni- 
ty certain lands in section 28, township 17 
range one west in lieu of an aggregate defi- 
ciency of the same quantity of land in sec- 
tion 16, etc, originally granted to the state of 
Alabama. The case came before the secre- 
tary on on appeal of the state from the decis- 
ion of the commissioner of the general land 
oftice, of August 22, 1887, rejecting the ap- 
plication upon the ground that, though, the 
valid tract in question is not subject to selec- 
tion; that it was reported as coal land prior 
to March 3, 1883; that the act of 
congess passed on that date provides that all 
lands heretofore reported to the general land 
office as containing coal and iron should be 
first offered at public sale and that the effect 
of this provision upon said land was to with- 
draw it from disposal until so offered. In sup- 
port of this decision, the commissioner cited a 
certain decision involving questions arising 
under the laws of California. The secretary 
reviews at length the case cited and holds they 
applied only to California and to its mineral 
conditions,and are not conclusive as against 
the rights of the state of Alabama; that in the 
organic act admitting Alabama into the 
union as a state congress guaranteed to her 
every 16th section of land in each township for 
school purposes and when, for any reason they 
are lost to the state other lands may be taken 
in lieu thereof and that there was restriction 
as to mineral lands in that state. The sccre- 
tary decides that the agent of the state be per- 
mitted make the selections specified, but 
expresses no Opinion as to right of the state to 
select in lieu lands for the 36 sections which 
may be lost. 

The secretary of the navy recent!y ordered a 
survey to be made of the United States steamer 
Iroquois, at San Francisco, to determine the 
character and extent of repairs required to put 
her in good serviceable condition. The result 
of the survey has not yet been received, but a 
telegram has been received from the command- 
ant of Mare island navy yard, saying that the 
vessel can be put in repair by the ex- 

venditure of $22,500 on her hill and $6,500 on 

Soe machinery, and that she can be fitted up 
for temporary service at a much less expense. 
Information from another source, however, is 
to the effect that the vessel cannot be put in 
conditic& for a three — cruise at a cost 
within the 20 per cent limit, and that it will 
require all the money that can be lly ex- 
pended on her within the limit to fit up for 
eighteen months service at most.

THE PRISON ON FIRE. 


Exciting Scenes at the Virginia 
Penitentiary. 


MILIJIA CALLED TO GUARD CONVICTS 


Large Buildings Used as Shoe Manufacte- 
ries Burn to the Gronn@—Leeses Very 
Heavy—Cenduct of the Prisoners. 


Ricunonp, January 31.—Sodn after five 
o'clock this morning the buildings of the Vir- 
ginia penitentiary, leased by the Davis Shoe 
‘compeny, of Boston, and operated as a shoe 
factory, was discovered on fire. The flames 
spread rapidly, and, despite the efforts of the 
fire department, the buildings occupied by the 
shoe company were totally destroyed, together 
with all valuable machinery and stock. The 
buildings burned were three story bricks and 
covered an area of about seven hundred feet 
in length, and sixty in width. Loss to the 
Shoe company is estimated at from $150,000 to 
$175,000. The amount of insurance is not yet 
ascertained. Soon after the fire broke out the 
bells of the city sounded a military call, and 
in a few minutes about two hundred 
soldiers were on the ground to guard against 
any emeute of the prisoners, but everything 
was entirely quiet, and after the walls of the 
burned building had fallen in and fears of a 
further spread of the fire was over, the mili- 
tary were ordered back. The buildings were 
state property, and the loss caused by their 
destruction will amount to $25,000. The shoe 
company worked between tliree and four hun- 
dred convicts. Insurance on the Davis com- 
pany machinery, stock and fixtures foots up 
$136,508, divided among about seventy-five 
companies—home and foreign, The buildings, 
which were owned by the state, were not insured 
and are a total loss. The origin of the fire as 
yet remains a mystery. There had been no 
tire in the building since work ceased yester- 
day evening. All the convicts, about 700 in 
number, remained quietin their cells, when the 
fire first broke out and for some time after, but 
when many of the cells began to fill with smoke 
the occupants clamored to be let out. This 
was soon done and the prisoners were turned 
into the galleries facing the inner éourt, where 
they remained under a strong military and 
civic guard until the fire was gotten under con- 
— aiter which they were returned to their 
célls. 


THE DEFICIENCY BILL, 


Principal Items of Appropriation—The Bill 
Ready to be Reported. 

WASHINGTON, January 31.—The urgent de- 
ficiency appropriation bill has been completed 
by the house committee on appropriations. 
The total appropriation made by the bill is 
$4,083,342. The principal items of appropria- 
tion are as follows: For the payment of chiims 
allowed by the treasury up to January ll, 
$1,353,849.

The committee considered them and in its 
report will state to the house that it recognizes 
the necessity of making;these approriations at 
an early day in order that the government may 
obtain the use of the buildings, but that under 
the rules of the house it is precluded from re- 
porting the items. It has, however, authoriz- 
ed the gentlemen in charge of the bill to ask 
the unanimous consent of the house that these 
may be considered as amendments to the bill 
when it comes up for consideration.

SOUTHERN INDUSTRIES. 


Increase in Cotton and Wool Manufacturcs 
in the Past Seven Years, 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., January [21.—The 
Tradesman has compiled statistics from of- 
ficial reports, showing the growth of the cot- 
ton and woolen industry in the southern states 
in the past seven yeats. ‘The increase in mills 
in the south during that period was eighty- 
five, or 51 per cent.; of spindles, 654,026, or 116 
per cent. ; of looms, 15,754, or 29 per cent. In- 
crease in each of the southern states separ- 
ately in the past seven years, as compiled by 
The Tradesman, was as follows: 

Alabama—Mills increased 18 per cent.; spindles,18 
per cent.; looms, 76 per cent.

CHARLFSTON, W. Va., January 31.—Colonel

The recent outbreak seems to have been caused 
by parties in Pike county, Ky., resurrecting old in- 
dictments against the Hatfields, which were found 
against them five yearsago. The Pike county par- 
ties went to Frankfort, Ky., and had rewards offered 
for the Hatfields and came to West Virginia under 
the guise of officersof the law, when in reality they 
had no requisition, and arrested (orrather kidnap- 

d) Thomas Chambers, Andrew Varney, Shelkirk 
McCurry, D. D. McCoy, Moses Christian, and Pliant 
Mahon, D, D. Mahon and Valentine Hatfield over 
to Kentucky and put thcm in jail, where they are 
still confined. This party,headed by Frank Phillips, 
fired on and killed old man Vance, without as much 
as calling on him to surrender, and 
they are the same rarties who came cver 
into this state and fired upon Constable Thompson 
and posse, at which time Dolphy and another man 
were killed.

The Question of Woman’s Rights in Wis 
consin. 

Mapison, Wis , January 51.—The ~omen of 
Wisconsin were defeated in the supreme court 
today, the court holding in an elaberate opin- 
ion that the legislature of 1585 did not for a 
moment contemplate extending the same suf- 
frage to females which males enjoy, but, on 
the other hand, meant to Yestrict female vot- 
ing to school matters only, as specified by the 
law. The case was Mrs. Olympia Brown Wil- 
lis, of Racine, against A. L. Phillips and other 
inspectors of election of the second ward of the 
city of Racine, who at the last spfing election 
refused to receive the vote of.

The commissioner of education, in a rey 
on the present educational condition, ma 
the following reference to Georgia: 

“The census of 1450 makes the alarming exe 
hibit that there are in Georgia 128,000 white 
persons over ten years of age and 392,000 cole 
ored persons of the same class, inaking @ total 
of 520,000, one-third of the entire population, 
who cannot write their names. Words cannot 
give a8 much emphasis to the necessity of an 
eflicient state system of common schoole as ig 
given by these facts. In view of them, it ig 
pertinent to ask what has the state done to meet 
this necessity? Public schools have been in 
operation fifteen years. The increase in ate 
tendance has gone regularly forward, and from 
year to year small additions have been 
made to the fund. In 18835 seventy-one 
percent of the white school population and 
forty-nine of the colored, sixty-one per cent of 
the entire population, white and colored, were 
enrolled in the public schools. 

"The state makes no provision for normal 
achools or teachers’ institutes, but the trusteed 
of the Peabody fund have expended liberally 
of their available fund in Goorgia for both 
objects, The opinion of those in attendance 
on the Peabody Teachers’ institute was alincet 
unanimously favorable.”’ 

A statement prepared in the department of 
justice shows the following to have been the 
expenditures of the United States courts in 
Georgia during the past year:

Maddox Charged With 
Whipping His Wife. 


THE LADY LEAVES HER HOME 


And is Followed By Her Husband— He 
Buys a Shotgun— He Denies 
the Entire Story, Etc. 


John Maddox’s red face and sandy hair 
showed through the heavy iron door of cell No. 
5 in the city prison last night, looking all the 
brighter because of the flaming gas jet hanging 
in front of the cell door.

Maddox had become accustomed to her hus- 
band’s quarrels, but the thrashing was a novel- 
ty, and she instantly decided to leave her home. 
In a short time she managed to leave the 
house with her three children and made her 
way to a friend’s house on Marietta street, 
near Foundry, where she passed the night. As 
soon as Maddox ascertained that his wife and 
children were gone he began to search for 
them. All throngh the night he continued 
the search, but without success. Soon after 
breakfast, however, he ascertained where she 
had gone, but when he reached the place Mrs. 
Maddox and the children’ bad taken 
departure. The husband was 
determined to find his family, 
and in a short time traced them to John Love- 
lace’s residence, No. 34 Fowler street. Mrs. 
Maddox and Mrs. Lovelace were quite friend- 
jy, and when the latter, though sick in bed, 
heard of the former’s trouble,quickly gave her 
a warm welcome. Mrs. Maddox was just be- 
ginning to feel easy when her husband made 
his appearance at the front gate. He walked 
rapidly through the yard towards the house, 
and as he approached the door remarked: 

“Oh, yes, d—n you, I’ve found you, have

The lady knew that her husband was in 
high temper and sprang through a door into 
another room, closing and locking the door be- 
hind her. Maddox rushed into the room and 
notwithstanding the entreaties of Mrs. Love- 
lace and others present,began pounding on the 
door. 

“Open it,”’ he yelled, “or I’ll kick it down.” 

Mrs. Maddox, frightened nearly to death, 
crouched in acorner. Maddox finally threw 
his weight{against the door. It gave way and 
with it hefell into theroom. In an instant he 
detected his wife in the corner and dragging her 
out gave her a fearful beating. While the racket 
was going on some one hurried away for Mr. 
Lovelace, who hurried to police headquarters. 
Sergeant White, who was present, started for 
the place, but when he arrived Maddox had 
gone. The sergeant found the lady, however.

On the books he was charged 
with disorderly conduct and quarreling. Imme- 
diately after he was placed behind the bars, 
Maddox was asked about the trouble between 
himself and his wife.

““COLD STORAGE.” ~ 


An Important Meeting of Public- 
Spirited Citizens. 


CALLED BY HON. H. I. KIMBALL

An Investigating Committee Appointed— 
Atlanta Will Probably Have An Am- 
moniacal Refrigerating Company. 


In response to the invitation extended 
through Tux ConstirctTion yesterday morn- 
ing by Mr. H. I. Kimball, in bis interview 
having reference to ammoniacal refrigeration, 
a vumber of the solid and public-spiritod citi- 
zens of Atlanta assembled at Tue ConstTitv- 
TION office yesterday morning at 10 o'clock. 

There were present Messrs. George W. 
Adair, 5S. M. Inman,. Hugh Inman, Hoke 
Smith, (ieorge M. Traylor. L. Bepjamin, C. 
W. Hannicutt, Rufus B. Bulléck, 8. H. Phe- 
lan,. J. C. Kimball, J. 8. Simmons, J. A. Mor- 
ris, J. R. Lewis, E. W. Marsh, B. H. Hill, Jr., 
J. W. Rucker, Martin F. Amorous, E. P. 
Howell, Henry W. Grady, W. A. Hemphill, 
Robert Hemphill and others.

Coleone] E.. P. Howell called the meeting to 
order and nominated Colonel George W. 
Adair ae-ehairman. Mr. Martin Amorous 
was requested to act as secretary. 

The chairman announced thatthe gentle- 
men had assembled to hear something of in- 
terest to Atlanta from Mr. H. 1. Kimball, a 
gentleman to whom Atlanta always listened 
with profound attention, and as that gentle- 
man was present he requested himto address 
the meeting. 

lif respouse tothe call, Mr. Kimball gave a 
brief outline of the recent discoveries in the 
process and deyelopment of 

ARTIFICIAL REFRIGERATION, 

and its adaptability to all kinds of refrigera- 
tion and cold storage. He dwelt at some 
length on the importance of the latter to the 
fruit, vegetable, dairy and other interests of 
the south. Mr. Kimball then referred 
briefly to the plans he had on foot for the 
introduction of the system in the south under 
his contract with the home company 
in New York, which had been set 
forth to some extent in his interview in 
THE CONSTITUTION. These plans _in- 
volved the organization of a construction 
company, with a capital of $100,000, to which 
he could offer Atlanta only $40,000—but that a 
subscription to that amount would secure the 
headquarters of this company to Atlanta. He 
further stated that no subscription to sucha 
company would become binding until the 
whole scheme had been thoroughly investiga- 
ted and approved bya committee appointed 
by such subscribers. He said that he would 
not detain the gentlemen present by further 
remarks, but would be pleased to answer any 
questions which any gentieman might wish to 
propound. 

Mr. E.G. Delano, a distinguished electrician 
from New York, who happened to be present, 
said that he was well acquainted with Mr. 
Fuller, the president of the home company of 
New York, and with Mr. Soulard and others 
connected with its management, and that no 
gentlemen stood higher for honor, integrity 
and business capacity; that they were men 
who would never invest their capital or con- 
nect their names with any enterprise that was 
not worthy of full confidence. 

Mr. Henry W. Grady arose and said that 
he was about to leave Atlanta for a three 
weeks’ trip, but before going he wjshed to say 
that he had already become considerably ac- 
quainted with this enterprise through the 
northern press, or noticed that it was receiving 
its hearty indorsement; that while he had not 
much money to invest, he would gladly take 
stock in the company proposed, especially if 
it was to result in bringing Mr. H. 1. Kimball 
back to Atlanta; that the securing of Mr. 
Kimball’s residence once more in Atlanta was 
in itself equivalent to the success of the en- 
terprise. 

Mr. 8S. M. Inman said that he was to accom- 
pany Mr. Grady on bis trip and must leave in 
a few minutes, but before going he wished to 
say that while he was not now in position to 
invest largely in such an enterprise, he was al- 
ways ready to take some stock in any enter- 
prise that had the indorsement of Mr. H. I. 
Kimball and was to be under his management. 

Governor Bullock followed ina few remarks 
complimentary to Mr. Kimball, and suggested 
as Mr. Kimuall was limited in time, it would 


; be well to take some step to secure a subscrip- 


tion sufiicient to warrant the sending of the 
committee of investigation to New 
York, and = closed by moving the 
appointment of 2 committee of 
five to confer further with Mr. Kimball as to 
details and secure the necessary subscription. 
It was started by Mr. Kimball that a sub- 
scription of $20,000 would be suflicient upon 
which to select the investigating committee, 
and Governor Bullock added to his motion 
that the comunittee of five have power to se- 
lect such investigating committee when $20,- 
000 had been subscribed. fe 

This motion was seconded by Mr. Hoke 
Smith, and unanimously adopted. 

The chairman appointed as such committee 
—Goyernor Bullock, Mr. Hoke Smith, Colone! 
EK. P. Howell, Mr. H. T. Inman, and Mr. S. 
H. Phelan. 

Governor Bullock stated that it would be 
impossible for him to give any time to the mat- 
ter at present, and asked to be excused. He 
was relieved and Mr. Martin Amorous was 
appointed in his place. 

Mr. Hoke Smith was then made chairman of 
the committee. : 

After short and spirited speeches by Messrs. 
George M. Traylor, 8. H. Phelan, Hoke Smith 
and others, the meeting—which had been of 
the most enthusiastic character throughtout— 
adjourned, subject to the call of the commit- 
tee. Many of the gentlemen lingered, and 
discussion and speculation as to the great re- 
sults anticipated were indulged in for some 
time. 

One gentleman remarked that he had never 
known any scheme that was so well calculated 
to draw out the incomparable power of H. I. 
Kimball] as an organizer as this one promised 
to be, and quoted Mr. S. M. Inman’s re- 
marks on this line. Mr. Inman had said of 
Mr. Kimball: ‘‘¥or fertility of resources, scope 
and energy of action and power of organization 
I have never known his equal.” 

While passing ont of the hall a man stopped 
one of the gentlemen and asked: “What is 
cold sterage?”’ Mr. J. A. Morris answered 
him by saying “It is a room or series. of 
rooms cooled by ice or other means of refrigera- 
tion to a temperature that will preserve in 
perfect order for an indefinite time, fruits, 
vegetables, meats, butter, eggs and other 
perishabte articles,’ and in proof of this, told 
the story of the Maine bear which was sent by 
a bear hunter of Maine to the Maine 
club of Boston, and put away in a cold storage 
room. The Maine club have already partaken 
of that bear at four successive annaul dinners, 
and the remnant left is.as sweet and perfect as 
it was on the day it was put in the room. This 
is “cold storage.”’ 

Mr. Sid Phelan asked 17 he could not havea 
carboy of the refrigerating article sent out to 
his dairy tomorrow. ‘Not quite,” replied Mr. 
Kimball, “but as soon as the plant is erected in 
Atlanta, which I expect will be done within 
sixty days, you can get one as often as needed, 
and I guarantee that, as long as you use it you 
will never lose a teaspoonful of milk or cream,

All four are well-known in Atlanta, 
and their arrest on such a serious charge was a 
surprise to many people, white as well as col- 
ored., 

Yesterday afternoon Judge Manning’s court- 
room was crowded, it being known that the 
trial would take place there. The hall, and 
the room adjoining the courtroom, were also 
crowded, while on the stairs and sidewalk 
were groups Of negroes waiting to hear the re- 
sult of the trial.

As the crowd in the courtroom passed into 
the hall, they congregated near the door, and 
some strong language was usea between the 
two factions. Suddenly two of the women 
clinched, and it seemed for a while as if a 
sinall battle wasimminent. A colored woman 
with a guitar was particularly bloodthirsty, 
but the ¢rowd was too thick for her musical 
weapon to be very effective. The two women 
were separated, and the crewd adjourned to 
the sidewalk. The quarreling was kept up 
for some time, but the battle was over. 

Betts’s new wife was in the courtroom, and 
very much interested in the trial, and quite 
demonstrative in her satisfaction at the result.
